Having exprettrd hi* general concur-

The writer due* not think it aufficjent 
tli at the men should to tmamragtd to go 
hen they deaite it ; nor mfftrtd to go 
to what placea they please ; nor in p o- 
portioni determined by accident, Lord 
Quv say t they are to be " exiles i" Ihey 
are not lo go a* criminals — their sen- 
tence ia eipiced— but Ihey are to to 
exiled."
